the undersigned* In an attempt to evaluate the souroe* a looal reeord 
oheok was aooonpllshed and lat Lt John J* Morley* Jr.* Commanding Of floor 
of the SAOAth Training 8quadron* wae oontaoted* 

a* Pfo RAFAELS was bom in Jelgava* Latvia on 9 jfcrolv'M^ 
moved to Germany in Ootober 1944 and to the United States in l949. He 
enlisted in the VSAF at Chicago* Illinois on 17 April 19E0and was assigned 
to the Radar Meoh&nlo Airborne Equipment Course after ooa^letion of baeio 
training* 

b* Lt* Morley stated that RAFAELS haB been a good soldier but 
very ret ioent* When lit* Morley engaged RAFAKIS In Russian language ooh-'.f;' 
vereation* RAFAELS relaxed and became more voluble* telling abouthis life 
in Latvia under both German and Ruseien rule* . 

3* In Engl i eh language conversations with RAFAEU3* the undersigned 
was told that attempts to give information on Eastern European oountrlea£ : P 
to Intelligenoe personnel at laokland AIB were unsuooessful* This off ioer 
informed RAFAELS that all information would be forwarded to proper «*••• 
thorities* This offiosr learned that RAFAELS speaks Russian* Latvian* 
Polish and German and found that RAFAELS appears bitter about Russian rule* 

4* According to the informant* the Underground desires to uee short 
wave radio to a greater extent in passing information across the sonal . ^ 
boundary* The informant requested permission to utilise the Eeeeler Am- 
teur Radio Club radio facilities to eatablish oontaot between this baee ;: 
and New York and Europe*

T here are established secret communication 
lines between Latvia and Germany. Thlse communication lines 
are operated by latvlan underground movement which Is 
fighting against communist occupation forces. 

I belive USAF Intelligence Division will be 
Interested in faokt that the Red army 1 s military lnstalatl- 
ons include submarine bases, V-veapon stations, new-bulld 
fortifications, air fields, eto.The Baltic States are decla- 
red as “super-security zone". 

In the time being 

formation about: 

a) air fields in Latvia, 

b) fortification descriptions along the 
Baltic Sea, 

c) new build roads, 

d) staff maps,eto. 

All that information was brought to Western 
Europe by members of latvlan underground movement .The com- 
munication lines are dangerous and expensive# 1 We could do 
more effective work in cooperation .with USAF Int.Div.I hope 
that the above mentioned kind of information will be of 
great importance accordlnd to the political situation* 

Underground representatives contacted OIC in 
Germany but received replay in which CIO refuse to give any 
aslstance because of lack of raony.A short time ago there was 
sent a report to FBI but we do not have the replay yet. I 
personaly contacted the USAF Int.Div. in Lackland A* F.B. 

San Antonio, Texas. I was informed that this case is out of 
their authority. - 

How far I know USAF needs information about 
russlan lnstalations.lt is possible for us to get It* If the 
only reason why it is impossible to cooperate, le finance and 
law (persons doing intelligence work must be amerloan citizens), 
we could do the work on other basfcei 

For items we could reoeive from USAF we oould pay: 
in ca8h( radio, raashine guns, e to. ). USAF will have no reeponsi- 
billty but you will reoeive all the information it will be 
possible for us to get. In case of emergency you will know that 
we have armed partisan units whleh con be put in action 
We have men with good experience in partisan war who will do 
the work.
